"This is a great project, and when all 


the legal technicalities have been worked 
out, this office will be happy to unfreeze 
the funds, I don't know how long this will 
take," said Milton Applebaum, of the 
charitable trust and solicitation division of 
the state's attorney's office. 


The FAO had agreed to give its portion 


of the money collected to an agricultural 
development project in Ecuador. Arlen 
Holmen, youth director of St. Mark's Lu- 
theran Church in Mount Prospect and 
treasurer of the "Hike for the Hungry" 
project, said that his organization hasn't 
contacted the FAO yet concerning that 


group's non-registration, but that his orga- 
nization's attorney would handle the mat- 
ter. "It should be the responsibility of that 
group to register," Holmen stated.

The child 
was pronounced dead at 12:40 a.m. June 
27 in the hospital.

of the child's death, police said.

hear a request from developer Lee Ro- 
mano for rezoning to permit a ten acre 
shopping center at the southwest corner of 
Arlington Heights Road and Golf Road, 
with parking facilities for 477 cars. 


The center, named The Shopping Bag, 


will include a Krogers, Super RX drug 
store and several other stores to be built 
facing on a walkway. The ten-acre area is 
now occupied by several homes. 


Romano, best knrwn as developer of 


Schaumburg's controversial $150 million 
Planet Project, which includes in its plans 
a 113-story office building, will be seeking 
a change from manufacturing and residen- 
tial zoning to a B-3 business classification. 


WHEN ROMANO and his attorneys pre- 


sent the project next Wednesday, he may 
be urged by the commissioners to seek a 
lover zoning classification. B-2, for ex- 
ample, would be a more restrictive classi- 
fication, as it does not allow heavier indus- 
trial uses,, such as tool and die manufac- 
turing. 


The center, if approved, will be located 


across Golf frotr the Jewel-Osco complex, 
recently opened at the corner. The Shop- 
ping Bag could compete strongly with 
Jewel, and, at the same time, increase 
the traffic load on the already-crowded Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


The center could also boost the village's 


share of sales tax revenue, which will in- 
crease sharply when the Korvette devel- 
opment on Arlington Heights Road and 
Rand Road on the north side of the village 
is completed. 


Romano's Planet Project, to consist of 


almost 3,000 apartment units, a 65-story 
motor inn, as well as the 113-story build- 
ing, has been approved by the Schaum- 
burg Village Board. It will be located at 
the southwest corner of Highway 53 an 
Higgins Road. 


On July 30, annexation and rezoning will 


the southwest corner of Highway 53 and 
between the Northgate subdivision and the 
village of Buffalo Grove, just south of 
Dundee Road east of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


DEVELOPER EDWARD Schwartz will 


seek rezoning for 17 of the 30 acres for 
apartment construction. He hopes to gain 
rezoning for four acres for single-family 
homes and four acres for light commercial 
development. 


The rest of the 30 acres — about five 


acres — will be used for subdivision 
streets. 


On the east side of the property is Miller 


B u i l d e r s ' Northgate subdivision, still 
largely undeveloped. The entire area has 
been recently battled for by both Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove, each hoping to 
annex and develop the land.

"The class was out in the playground 


The 
sky darkened just before it began to rain 
and there was a sudden streak of light- 
ning. One boy looked up and said, 'God 
just took a picture of us.' " 


Another child told the teacher she

Would Fences Help?

Nine-year-old Mark Allen Johnson of Ar- 


lington Heights died Wednesday in a wa- 
ter-filled ditch at a construction site in Ar- 
lington Heights about one hour before a 
security guard usually patrols the area. 


The accident occurred at about 5:25 


p.m. at the Candlewood Trace apartment 
complex at Thomas and Rand roads as 
Johnson, of 1728 Wilshire, apparently tried 
to determine how deep the water was. 


A friend he was playing with and the 


friend's father, called to the scene, both 
tried to pull the boy from the water but 
were unable to do so. Two Arlington 
Heights police officers later pulled the 
boy's body from about 10 feet below the 
water, police said. 


The guard, according to Capt. J. Cannoy 


of the Security and Investigation Service, 
a private company that polices construc-

Park Fees Drop 


The recreation report presented to Ar- 


lington Heights Park Board members 
Tuesday night showed receipts and partici- 
pation are considerably lower this summer 
than last summer. 


Receipts for summer fees are down 


more than $13,000 from last year and two 
weeks ago they totaled almost $20,000 be- 
hind last year's figure. 


Participation in playground activities is 


dosvn almost 40 per cent. 


After Tuesday, the swimming pool pas- 


ses will be sold at a reduced rate and 
Park District officials said they hope sales 
will increase. Passes will be reduced $3 
per pass after the deadline. 


Park Director Thomas Thornton said the 


bad weather has probably discouraged 
residents buying pool passes and the re- 
duced rate and better weather would help 
sales. 


SUPT. OF RECREATION Mrs. Dem- 


maree Cams said there were still openings 
in the remaining sessions of swimming 
classes. Last year at this time, few open- 
ings were left. Registration for those 
classes would also contribute to erasing 
the deficit. 


A change in the fee schedule for sum- 


mer activities was given as another rea- 
son for this year's drop in participation. 


"We have gotten more public reaction to 


eliminating the family activities pass than 
almost anything else," Thornton said. 


Last year, a family could pay a flat fee 


of $32 for an activities pass. The pass in- 
cluded a season pass to the swimming 
pools and unlimited registration in play- 
ground programs including baton, tum- 
bling and trampoline, crafts and other ac- 
tivities for no additional charge, 


PARK DISTRICT officials said they had 


many problems with the activities pass 
and recommended the board adopt a new 
schedule where individuals would pay a 
separate fee for individual activities. 
Board members adopted the new schedule 
early this spring. 


Whatever the reason for lower participa- 


tion, last year 2,668 residents were en- 
rolled in the first session of playground 
activities; this summer only 1,631 are en- 
rolled. Participation has dropped by 1,037 
or almost 40 per cent. 


Participation is down in the baton, 


crafts, dance, drama, jewelry making, 
model making, tiny tots and tumbling and 
trampoline programs. The only activity 
showing an increase was tennis. 


Tennis svas one activity not included un- 


der the activities pass last year. Residents 
taking tennis lessons had to pay a sepa- 
rate fee anyway so the change in fee 
charges this year did not affect them. 


Swimming Lesson 
Sign-Up Is Open 


Registration for swimming lessons in 


Arlington Heights from July 21 through 
Aug. 1 is still open. 


Residents can sign up for swimmers, be- 


ginners and pre-school classes offered by 
the park district. The third session of in- 
termediate, advanced beginner and junior 
life saving classes are filled. 


The park district recently changed its 


registration procedures for swimming les- 
sons. Residents may sign up for classes 
anytime until the opening session. The 
fourth session will be held Aug. 4 through 
15 and the fifth session will be held Aug. 18 
through 29. 


Previously, registrations for swimming 


lessons were taken only on the Saturday 
before the session started and only for that 
session. 


Registrations will be accepted at Recre- 


ation Park, 500 E. Miner St., and Pioneer 
Park, 500 S. Fernandez Ave. Office hours 
are from 9 to 11:45 a.m. and 1:15 to 4:30 
p.m., Monday through Saturday. 


The lessons are open only to residents 


who have purchased season swimming 
pool passes. 


through the night. 


The site, like others throughout the 


Northwest suburbs, is not fenced off. 
There are rumblings in the communities 
for better protection for children, but 
there are no laws which compel builders 
to take these security measures. 


"THESE PEOPLE ARE not obligated 


by law to put up fences," says Arlington 
Heights police Capt. Jack Aldrich. "This is 
the risk they take." 


The hands of the police are tied in keep- 


ing children away from areas such as 
these, according to Aldrich. 


"There is nothing criminal about playing 


in the area," he says. "We can warn the 
children to leave, but we can't make them 
unless we get their parents to take them 
away. 


"We try to police the areas as much as 


we can," he continued. "But how do you 
police at all the sites around town." 


Construction companies probably don't 


put up fences around these sites because 
they are expensive, says Arlington Heights 
police Capt. Maury English. There is also 
a lack of incidents reported. The com- 
panies probably also feel these fences 
wouldn't keep the children out anyway, he 
says. 


In a recent move, the Arlington Heights 


Park District took safety precautions by 
directing its architect to fence off all park 
sites under construction. 


OFFICIALS FOR THE Trans-Am Con- 


struction Co., in charge of building in the 
area where the young Johnson boy died, 
were unavailable for comment yesterday. 


The firm's lawyer, Michael Kachigan, 


said, "We heard about the misfortune, the 
tragedy, and are gathering information on 
it." 


Young Johnson apparently was the sec- 


ond drowning victim of the summer and 
ninth in the last two years. 


On June 12, the body of 14-year-old Jack- 


ie Baker of Mount Prospect was recovered 
from the bottom of Lake Briarwood in 
Mount Prospect. 


Mount Prospect firemen said Jackie was 


swimming with a girl friend when she sud- 
denly disappeared from view. 
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"In general, the kindergartener is busi-

"Congress did not appropriate us any 


funds for the summer so we were limited 
in what we could do concerning our sum- 
mer program," said Don Maldonado, di- 
rector of the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows. 


He said that despite this handicap, the 


center is able to hold summer programs in 
English for Spanish-speaking 
families, 


consumer education for housewives, driver 
training, general education development 
(to begin in August), Spanish language 
class, Head Start and a tutorial and recre- 
ation program at various area churches. 


"We just stretched whatever programs 


w« had going before summer began," he 
said, "and added the others." 


Approximately 2,500 persons are in- 


volved in the program. 


He hopes to continue these programs on 


a year-round basis. 


"CERTAINLY I WOULD be more happy 


with 
more 
money 
for the 
summer 


months," he said. "I would like to in- 
crease and introduce new programs and 
reach more families." 


Maldonado said he is very pleased with 


the response the center received in its plea 
for volunteers for its summr program. 


"But the center can still use the services 


of about 10 more people, especially those 
interested in teaching English and driver 
education. 


The driver education program is in its 


fifth week and, according to Maldonado, 
has been working very well. But there are 
requests from more persons than the pro- 
gram can handle. 


Twenty students are supervised by nine 


instructors and there is just one driver. 
Many names are on the waiting list and 
some persons even visit the center in 
hopes that one student will not show up so 
they can take his place. 


ENGLISH IS probably the most impor- 


tant program at the center, according to 
Maldonado. 


"Many of the Spanish workers can do 


the job they apply for but the barrier is 
always language. We must help upgrade 
the ability of the workers to communicate 
and to help them compete successfully for 
jobs," he continued. 


He said that many have problems just 


filling out an application for employment. 


The general education development pro- 


gram (GED) will begin in August and cov- 
er a period of four to five months. The 
purpose of the program is to prepare the 
student to pass this test, which is equiva- 
lent to a high-school diploma. 


"Many jobs require a high school educa- 


tion so we are preparing the Spanish- 
speaking worker to obtain it," he said. 


To prove his point that low-income work- 


er.; have the ability to improve them- 
selves, he said 21 workers in a recently 
concluded training program at Western 
Electric moved into drafting and clerical 
jobs. 


Frisbies Moving 
Their Art Class 


The Frisbies are moving their summer 


art school, held last year in their base- 
ment at 631 N. Dunton, Arlington Heights, 
to St. James Elementary School. 


The Frisbies are Felicity, 18, and Anne, 


17, daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Frisbie.

MALDONADO HAD also hoped to begin 


day care and planned parenthood pro- 
grams this summer. 


He said there is a great need for these 


programs and emphasis will be placed on 
them this fall. 


The center is open Monday through Sat- 


urday from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. Maldonado 
plans to keep the center open on Sunday 
too.

lege board last night that he expects that 
the college's next construction project can- 
not be bid until probably next January, 
when costs will have risen substantially 
over building costs this summer. 


The state pays 75 per cent of junior col- 


lege construction costs but. the local com- 
munity must put up the other 25 per cent. 


The building bond issue passed by Harper 
District voters two years ago may not pro- 
vide enough funds to cover the higher 
costs Harper may have to pay in a con- 
struction project starting next January. 


Lahti told the college board last night 


that Harper has been able to substantially 
trim its average cost per student. In 1967- 
68 the cost per student was $1,490; in 1969 
it is expected to average $1,265 per stu- 
dent, not much higher than the cost per 
student in local high school districts. 


Lahti said he was "extremely satisfied" 


to hold the per student cost to $1,265 in 
view of the fact that the college operation 
will be moved from Elk Grove and Forest 
View high schools to the new Harper 


campus at Algonquin and Roselle Roads, 
Palatine. 


The budget going on public display Mon- 


day calls for a total tax rate of 20.7 cents 
per hundred dollars assessed valuation. 
This means a taxpayer with a $25,000 
home assessed for tax purposes at $10,000 
will pay $20.70 in tax bills in 1970 to sup- 
port the community college operation. 
This is a slight reduction from the $20.90 
the taxpayer was levied this year. 


But the district is levying at its max- 


imum educational tax rate of 11 cents. 
This rate was approved by voters at a 
time when Harper enrollment in 1969-70 
was estimated to be 2,000 less than college 
officials now expect to be enrolled this 
fall. 


Salaries of engineers and custodians, as 


well as some heating bills, were trans- 
ferred by board action from the education- 
al fund to the building fund. 


The board reaffirmed what it described 


as current practice by authorizing family 
plan insurance for district principals and 
administrative staff. All other staff mem- 
bers receive single plan insurance as a 
fringe benefit. 


THE DISTRICT also will continue to as- 


sume the cost of $2,000 in life insurance 
for the administrative staff with individual 
policy holders paying for additional cov- 
erage. 


A transportation allowance was ap- 


proved that will allow both assistant su- 
perintendents (business and curriculum) 
$400 per year travel allowance for use of 
the private autos in inter-school travels. 
The superintendent receives reimburse- 
ment for local travel only when he puts in 
a voucher for it. Principals will receive 
$100 oar allowance for the year. 


Board members suggested that a policy 


be drafted to require prior board approval 
for out-of-state travel financed by the dis- 
trict for educational conferences. 


The board also agreed that it will submit 


its three year building and liability insur- 
ance program for public bid sometime in 
September. 


Race 
Slims 
To 2

A News Analysis 


The 13th Congressional District race 


may be narrowing down to two Republican 
candidates, with outside chances held by 
two others. 


That's the way it appears to many in- 


siders following this week's New Trier 
Township GOP endorsement of State Rep. 
Alan Johnston of Kenilworth. 


Johnston is considered very likely to add 


Evanston Township to his endorsement 
list, putting him well in front of the pack 
in the eastern end of the district, the 
North Shore. 


And the western townships, the North- 


west suburbs, may split in at least three 
ways. 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP, home of State 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights, is certain to give its endorsement 
to the former GOP committeeman. 


But the other three townships in the 


west, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg, are almost as certain to give their 
endorsement to anyone but Schlickman. 


Schlickman is not popular with the three 


other committeemen from the western 
townships, Walter Schaw of Palatine, Don- 
ald Totten of Schaumburg and Carl Han- 
sen of Elk Grove. Schlickman's chances of 
getting anything more than the Wheeling 
endorsement are almost nonexistent. 


Although the three committeemen will 


not go so far as to say so, reports are that 
the western three will go for Samuel 
Young of Northfield Township, giving 
Young four of the eight endorsements, as- 
suming he gets Northfield's later this 
month. 


THE BATTLE, then, may be between 


Young and Johnston, who seem likely to 
get most of the endorsements. 


The other endorsement, Niles Township, 


is likely to go to Miles Committeeman 
John Nimrod. Niles, however, is a Demo- 
cratic township and its strength in a Re- 
publican primary is questionable. 


In addition to Johnston and Young, it 


appears possible that conservative Prof. 
Philip Crane may draw considerable sup- 
port in the western townships, particularly 
Palatine. 


Crane has made several speaking ap- 


pearances in Palatine Township and is 
known to have the support of several high- 
level Republicans and a fairly substantial 
percentage of the precinct captains. 


CRANE'S CONSERVATIVE views may 


win him some solid support in Schaum- 
burg, also, where there was a fairly well 
organized George Wallace backing last 
November. Wallace received 7.5 per cent 
of the Schaumburg Township vote in No- 
vember, highest percentage in the 13th 
District. Palatine was second highest with 
5.4 per cent. 


One of the candidates, David Roe of 


Glenview, stands to gain the editorial end- 
orsement of two area newspapers. Roe is 
editor and publisher, although on leave, of 
the HoUister papers on the North Shore, 
and, by virtue of the Time, Inc., purchase 
of Hollister and the Pioneer Newspapers, 
he is a member of the Pioneer family 
also.

"THINGS WEHK ALWAYS happening 


in her class The kids were excited, and 
when n visitor came in, lie felt a part of 
the group," Castor says 


"I often visited clnssrooms and the kin- 


dergarten children didn't know I was 
someone special. One day I walked in 
while Mrs Lommen was reading them a 
story 


"One of the children scooted over to me 


and muled me to join them — on the 
floor. As soon as I sat down, the child be- 
gan to give me the background of the sto- 
ry so 1 would understand. That child never 
realized there was an age difference." 


Castor was telling stories about Mrs. 


Lommen to the board of education the 
night it presented her a recognition plaque 
for her teaching efforts. 


"There was another time when I took 


some visitors through the school. Some of 
the kindergarteners were painting when 
we entered Mrs. Lommen's room. As we 
walked by one little girl who was making 
large, sweeping strokes with her black 
paint, I asked her what she was painting. 


"Without missing a stroke, she replied 


'If you'd like to have a copy, I'll see that 
you get one.' The children were always 
like that: very busy and enjoying their 
work." 


MRS. LOMMEN FEELS kindergarten is 


the place to learn to like school and to 
increase a child's understanding of the 
world about him. "Sometimes, in their 
honest way, they would tell me what the 
world is like," she says. 


"The class was out in the playground 


during recess when a storm blew up. The 
sky darkened just before it began t» rain 
and there was a sudden streak of light- 
ning. One boy looked up and said, 'God 
just took a picture of us.' " 


Another child told the teacher she 


couldn't have any sweets because her 
teeth were on a diet. 


Final Woodfield Plans Made 


The kindergarten child has to learn to 


think of others as well as himself and to 
coordinate his movements. "A boy came 
to me complaining that Michael hit him on 
the head. I asked 'What did you do to Mi- 
chael?' 'Nothing, I missed him.' " 


Mrs Lommen encourages her students to 


use their hands. "We are always making 
things — tuna can candles, pictures, sil- 
houettes. One Easter we made a five-foot 
papier mache bunny. I used it for several 
years." 


INTRODUCING children to good read- 


ing habits was one of Mrs. Lommen's 
goals. "I often wrote down on the board 
the poems the children thought up, and 
then read them to them so they would get 
used to moving their eyes from left to 
right. 


"You'd be surprised how little some 


children know when they come to kinder- 
garten," she says. "Mothers don't sit 
down and read and play with their young 
children today. When the child comes to 
school, he can't even hold a pencil or cray- 
on. 


"Television has replaced many of their 


early play activities. One boy explained 
why there are Saturdays and Sundays: 
Saturdays are for watching cartoons, Sun- 
days for going to church. 


"Children talk a lot about what they 


don't understand. I heard one boy remark 
that God was dead. His companion dis- 
agreed. The boy replies 'Yes he is. I heard 
it on TV.' 


"In general, the kindergartener is busi- 


ness-like, but he can be realistic one min- 
ute and in a pretend world the next. He is 
helpful, but depends on adult support and 
supervision. Sometimes the kindergarten 
teacher is like a second mother. 


"I'LL MISS THE children this fall, but I 


have plenty to do." 


While she taught, Mrs. Lommen kept up 


her hobbies of gardening, refinishing an- 
tique furniture, sewing and making wall 
plaques. This fall she's going to Guam to 
visit her daughter's family. 


"I'm not going to be completely out of 


it. I plan to substitute teach when I get 
back. I still love to work with children."

Would Fences Help?

Nine-year-old Mark Allen Johnson of Ar- 


lington Heights died Wednesday in a wa- 
ter-filled ditch at a construction site in Ar- 
lington Heights about one hour before a 
security guard usually patrols the area. 


The accident occurred at about 5:25 


p.m. at the Candlewood Trace apartment 
complex at Thomas and Rand roads as 
Johnson, of 1728 Wilshire, apparently tried 
to determine how deep the water was. 


A friend he was playing with and the 


friend's father, called to the scene, both 
tried to pull the boy from the water but 
were unable to do so. Two Arlington 
Heights police officers later pulled the 
boy's body from about 10 feet below the 
water, police said. 


The guard, according to Capt. J. Cannoy 


of the Security and Investigation Service, 
a private company that polices construc- 
tion sites, begins work at 6 p.m. and works 
through the night. 


The site, like others throughout the 


Northwest suburbs, is not fenced off. 
There are rumblings in the communities 
for better protection for children, but 
there are no laws which compel builders 
to take these security measures. 


"THESE PEOPLE ARE not obligated 


by law to put up fences," says Arlington 


Heights police Capt. Jack Aldrich. "This is 
the risk they take." 


The hands of the police are tied in keep- 


ing children away from areas such as 
these, according to ' 'drich. 


"There is nothing criminal about playing 


in the area," he says. "We can warn the 
children to leave, but we can't make them 
unless we get their parents to take them 
away, 


"We try to police the areas as much as 


we can," he continued. "But how do you 
police at all the sites around town." 


Construction companies probably don't 


put up fences around these sites because 
they are expensive, says Arlington Heights 
police Capt. Maury English. There is also 
a lack of incidents reported. The com- 
panies probably also feel these fences 
wouldn't keep the children out anyway, he 
says. 


In a recent move, the Arlington Heights 


Park District took safety precautions by 
directing its architect to fence off all park 
sites under construction. 


OFFICIALS FOR THE Trans-Am Con- 


struction Co., in charge of building in the 
area where the young Johnson boy died, 
were unavailable for comment yesterday. 


The firm's lawyer, Michael Kachigan, 


said, "We heard about the misfortune, the 


tragedy, and are gathering information on 
it." 


Young Johnson apparently was the sec- 


ond drowning victim of the summer and 
ninth in the last two years. 


On June 12, the body of 14-year-old Jack- 


ie Baker of Mount Prospect was recovered 
from the bottom of Lake Briarwood in 
Mount Prospect. 


Mount Prospect firemen said Jackie was 


swimming with a girl friend when she sud- 
denly disappeared from view.

will include a Krogers, Super RX drug 
store and several other stores to be built 
facing on a walkway. The ten-acre area is 
now occupied by several homes. 


Romano, best knrwn as developer of 


Schaumburg's controversial $150 million 
Planet Project, which includes in its plans 
a 113-story office building, will be seeking 
a change from manufacturing and residen- 
tial zoning to a B-3 business classification. 


WHEN ROMANO and his attorneys pre- 


sent the project next Wednesday, he may 
be urged by the commissioners to seek a 
lov/er zoning classification. B-2, for ex- 
ample, would be a more restrictive classi- 
fication, as it does not allow heavier indus- 
trial uses, such as tool and die manufac- 
turing. 


The center, if approved, will be located

Approximately $55,000 collected 
from 


last April's "Hike for the Hungry" benefit 
hu been frozen by the state's attorney's 
office because one of the organiiations 
which was to receive funds from the hike 
has not registered with that office. 


Under Illinois law, all non-religious 


groups that Intend to solicit or receive 
funds in the state must register with the 
state's attorney's office. 


However, the United Nations Food and 


Agricultural Organization (FAO), one of 
the three organizations which would have 


received a portion of the money, is not 
registered with that office. 


The money is now in a checking account 


at the Mount Prospect State Bank waiting 
for the legal technicalities to be worked 
out. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center in 


Rolling Meadows and Biafran relief pro- 
grams were also scheduled to receive part 
of the funds. 


THE MONEY USED to aid the Biafrans 


would have been channeled through the 
United Nations to the International Red 
Cross. This agency and the center have 
registered with the state. 


"This is a great project, and when all 


the legal technicalities have been worked 
out, this office will be happy to unfreeze 
the funds, I don't know how long this will 
take," said Milton Applebaum, of the 
charitable trust and solicitation division of 
the state's attorney's office. 


The FAO had agreed to give its portion 


of the money collected to an agricultural 
development project in Ecuador. Arlen 
Holmen, youth director of St. Mark's Lu- 
theran Church in Mount Prospect and 
treasurer of the "Hike for the Hungry" 
project, said that his organization hasn't 
contacted the FAO yet concerning that

13th Dist. Race Narrows

A News Analysis 


The 13th Congressional District race 


may be narrowing down to two Republican 
candidates, with outside chances held by 
two others. 


That's the way it appears to many in- 


siders following this week's New Trier 
Township GOP endorsement of State Rep. 
Alan Johnston of Kenilworth. 


Johnston is considered very likely to add 


Evanston Township to his endorsement 
list, putting him well in front of the pack 
in the eastern end of the district, the 
North Shore. 


And the western townships, the North- 


west suburbs, may split in at least three 
ways. 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP, home of State 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights, is certain to give its endorsement 
to the former GOP committeeman. 


But the other three townships in the 


west, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg, are almost as certain to give their 
endorsement to anyone but Schlickman. 


Schlickman is not popular with the three 


other committeemen from the western 


townships, Walter Schaw of Palatine, Don- 
ald Totten of Schaumburg and Carl Han- 
sen of Elk Grove. Schlickman's chances of 
getting anything more than the Wheeling 
endorsement are almost nonexistent. 


Although the three committeemen will 


not go so far as to say so, reports are that 
the western three will go for Samuel 
Young of Northfield Township, giving 
Young four of the eight endorsements, as- 
suming he gets Northfield's later this 
month. 


THE BATTLE, then, may be between 


Young and Johnston, who seem likely to 
get most of the endorsements. 


The other endorsement, Niles Township, 


is likely to go to Niles Committeeman 
John Nimrod. Niles, however, is a Demo- 
cratic township and its strength in a Re- 
publican primary is questionable. 


In addition to Johnston and Young, it 


appears possible that conservative Prof. 
Philip Crane may draw considerable sup- 
port in the western townships, particularly 
Palatine. 


Crane has made several speaking ap- 


pearances in Palatine Township and is 
known to have the support of several high- 


level Republicans and a fairly substantial 
percentage of the precinct captains. 


CRANE'S CONSERVATIVE views may 


win him some solid support in Schaum- 
burg, also, where there was a, fairly well 
organized George Wallace backing last 
November. Wallace received 7.5 per cent 
of the Schaumburg Township vote in No- 
vember, highest percentage in the 13th 
District. Palatine was second highest with 
5.4 per cent. 


One of the candidates, David Roe of 


Glenview, stands to gain the editorial end- 
orsement of two area newspapers. Roe is 
editor and publisher, although on leave, of 
the Hollister papers on the North Shore, 
and, by- virtue of the Time, Inc, purchase 
of Hollister and the Pioneer Newspapers, 
he is a member of the Pioneer family, 
also. 


The other candidate with what must be 


considered an outside chance is Brian Djff 
of Wilmette. Duff came in second to John- 
ston in New Trier this week and is consid- 
ered one of the moat popular, personable 
candidates in the campaign.

Mathewson, the former ABC television 


announcer, is taking his campaign directly 
to the people, but in a district as large as 
this, it's extremely difficult to do that and 
hope to see them all. 


Weber is known to have some support in 


Evanston, but little in the rest of the dis- 
trict. Without the Evanston endorsement, 
which is expected to go to Johnston, We- 
ber would be fairly well behind the others. 


Romano, best known as developer of 


Schaumburg's controversial $150 million 
Planet Project, which includes in its plans 
a 113-story office building, will be seeking 
a change from manufacturing and residen- 
tial zoning to a B-3 business classification. 


WHEN ROMANO and his attorneys pre- 


sent the project next Wednesday, he may 
be urged by the commissioners to seek a 
lov.'er zoning classification. B-2, for ex- 
ample, would be a more restrictive classi- 
fication, as it does not allow heavier indus- 
trial uses, such as tool and die manufac- 
turing. 


The center, if approved, will be located 


across Golf from the Jewel-Oseo complex, 
recently opened at the corner. The Shop- 
ping Bag could compete strongly with 
Jewel, and, at the same time, increase 
the traffic load on the already-crowded Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


The center could also boost the village's 


share of sales tax revenue, which will in- 
crease sharply when the Korvette devel- 
opment on Arlington Heights Road and 
Rand Road on the north side of the village 
is completed. 


Romano's Planet Project, to consist of 


almost 3,000 apartment units, a 65-story 
motor inn, as well as the 113-story build- 
ing, has been approved by the Schaum- 
burg Village Board. It will be located at 
the southwest corner of Highway 53 an 
Higgins Road. 


On July 30, annexation and rezoning will 


the southwest corner of Highway 53 and 
between the Northgate subdivision and the 
village of Buffalo Grove, just south of 
Dundee Road east of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


DEVELOPER EDWARD Schwartz will

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State Freezes $55,000 Hunger Hike Fund

Approximately $55,000 collected 
from 


last April's "Hike (or the Hungry" benefit 
has been frozen by the state's attorney's 
office because one of the organizations 
which was to receive funds from the hike 
has not registered with that office. 


Under Illinois law, all non-religious 


groups that Intend to solicit or receive 
funds in the state must register with the 
stair's attorney's office. 


However, the United Nations Food and 


Agricultural Organization (FAO), one of 
the three organizations which would have 


received a portion of the money, is not 
registered with that office. 


The money is now in a checking account 


at the Mount Prospect State Bank waiting 
for the legal technicalities to be worked 
out. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center in 


Rolling Meadows and Biafran relief pro- 
grams were also scheduled to receive part 
of the funds. 


THE MONEY USED to aid the Biafrans 


would have been channeled through the 
United Nations to the International Red 
Cross. This agency and the center have 
registered with the state. 


"This is a great project, and when all 


the legal technicalities have been worked 
out, this office will be happy to unfreeze 
the funds, I don't know how long this will 
take," said Milton Applebaum, of the 
charitable trust and solicitation division of 
the state's attorney's office. 


The FAO had agreed to give its portion 


of the money collected to an agricultural 
development project in Ecuador. Arlen 
Holmen, youth director of St. Mark's Lu- 
theran Church in Mount Prospect and 
treasurer of the "Hike for the Hungry" 
project, said that his organization hasn't 
contacted the FAO yet concerning that 


group's non-registration, but that his orga- 
nization's attorney would handle the mat- 
ter. "It should be the responsibility of that 
group to register," Holmen stated. 


He said the state's attorney's office is 


now also questioning the legality of the 
Biafran registration. 


Holmen said that the attorney for the 


"Hike for the Hungry" organization filed 
the necessary registration forms for that 
organization at the state's attorney's office 
only three weeks ago. 


"OUR PROJECT WAS organized by the 


Walther League of the Lutheran Church, 


Missouri Synod, and we thought we were 
registered under them, since the League 
was registered. Then we found out we had 
to register as a separate organization." 


"There's a lot of red tape involved. I 


don't know why everything is being held 
up," Holmen said. 


Holmen said that the state's attorney's 


office at first wouldn't even let his group 
pay for the expenses they had incurred 
relating to advertising and promotional ac- 
tivities connected with the hike, but that 
this has recently been done. 


"This is an urgent problem. The people 


of Biafra especially need the money we 


can give them, yet here we are sitting 
with the funds, due to a lot of red tape," 
said David Wurm, youth minister at St. 
Paul Lutheran Church in Mount Prospect 
and a coordinator for the project. 


THE 17-MILE "Hike for the Hungry" 


was conducted on Good Friday, April 4. 
Some 1,500 young people participated in 
the hike, which began at Maine East High 
School in Park Ridge and ended at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. 


Sponsors backing the hike contributed 


from 5 cents to $10 a mile to the hike 
funds.

A, 312 S. Milwaukee Ave., Wheeling, has 
been charged by Wheeling police with the 
murder of the 21-month-old daughter of a 
serviceman in Vietnam. 


Killoran was arrested at 9 p.m. Wednes- 


day by Wheeling, Fox Lake and Illinois 
State Police at 100 Lake Lane, Fox Lake, 
on a murder warrant 


Killoran is charged with the June 26 


death of Heather Pittelkow, 21 months old, 
of the same address. Heather was the 
daughter of Richard and Marlene Pittel- 
kow. 


A preliminary hearing on the charge 


was heard yesterday by Judge Simon S. 
Porter at Niles District Court. The judge 
refused to release Killoran on bail despite 
pleas by his attorney.

Porter ordered the case continued in Ar-

Killoran Charged with Child's Murder

Gerald James Killoran, 25, of Apartment 


A, 312 S. Milwaukee Ave., Wheeling, has 
been charged by Wheeling police with the 
murder of the 21-month-old daughter of a 
serviceman in Vietnam. 


Killoran was arrested at 9 p.m Wednes- 


day by Wheeling, Fox Lake and Illinois 
State Police at 100 Lake Lane, Fox Lake, 
on a murder warrant. 


Killoran is charged with the June 26 


death of Heather Pittelkow, 21 months old, 
of the same address. Heather was the 
daughter of Richard and Marlene Pittel- 
kow. 


A preliminary hearing on the charge 


was heard yesterday by Judge Simon S. 
Porter at Niles District Court. The judge 
refused to release Killoran on bail despite 
pleas by his attorney. 


GERALD EISEN of the state's attor- 


ney's office told the judge, "In a matter of 
such gravity, the prosecution felt Killoran 
should not be released." 


Porter ordered the case continued in Ar- 


lington Heights District Court July 18. Un- 
til then the defendant will be held in the 
Cook County jail. 


Killoran was held in the Wheeling Police 


jail overnight Wednesday and was taken 
to Arlington Heights District Court for a 
preliminary hearing, which was trans- 
ferred to Niles. 


The Cook County coroner's office told 


Wheeling police that the child died from 
injuries to her head. Police reports in- 
dicated that the child's body showed "nu- 
merous bruises." A coroner's inquest has 
been set for 11:30 a.m. next Wednesday. 


HEATHER WAS brought to the Wheel- 


ing Police station at 11:45 p.m. June 26 by 
Killoran, who told police he found the child 
on the floor next to her bed breathing hard 
and gritting her teeth. 


Heather was unconscious when Killoran 


brought her to the station, police said, and 
did not respond to emergency treatment 
given by police, the Wheeling Fire De- 
partment inhalator unit, or doctors at Holy 
Family Hospital in Des Plaines. The child 
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was pronounced dead at 12:40 a.m. June 
27 in the hospital. 


Mrs. Pittelkow was not home at the time 


of the child's death, police said. 


THE CHILD'S father was flown home 


from Vietnam after the child's death. He 
was recently wounded in action. 


THE WARRANT FOR Killoran's arrest 


was issued late Wednesday afternoon by 
Judge Francis W. Glowacki in Arlington 
Heights District Court. 


Killoran was taken before Lake County 


Judge Bruce Koffman in Fox Lake imme- 
diately after his arrest. He was arraigned 
and advised of his rights. 


Wheeling Police sergeants Mike Hermes 


and Ted Bracke and Patrolman Harvey 
Gorman have been investigating the case 
since the child's death. 


Slate 
Route 
Move 


The Buffalo Grow Village Board will de- 


cide Monday night whether it concurs on 
the proposed route of the Lake-Cook Coun- 
ty Road. 


Village Pres. Donald Thompson made 


that announcement at a public meeting 
Wednesday night at the Emmerich Park 
building. Several representative* from the 
Cook County Highway Department attend- 
ed the meeting to answer questions about 
the road. 


Buffalo Grove's trustees, with the ex- 


ception of Al Thorud, were at the meeting, 
as were 20 to 30 residents from the Buffalo 
Grove area. 


Also attending the meeting was Ted 


Scanlon, president of the Village of Wheel- 
ing, and Thompson Dyke, Wheeling's plan 
consultant. • 


THE NEW ROAD was first proposed to 


the Buffalo Grove board last February by 
the Cook County Highway Department 


The board objected strongly to the pro- 


posal, maintaining that the county had 
agreed to use the present portion of Lake 
Cook Road already built through Buffalo 
Grove. 


The board also objected to the road be- 


cause it separated the new municipal 
building and its fire station from the south 
part of the village, and because the road 
would have meant the destruction of a wa- 
ter reservoir. 


In May, the highway department came 


back with an alternate proposal that would 
save the reservoir and water tank and 
take a smaller portion of the park. 


It was this second proposal the board 


wanted to discuss with the highway de- 
partment Wednesday night. 


THE HIGHWAY department agreed to 


the meeting, but stipulated that it wanted 
tho village board to decide the same night 
of the meeting whether it concurred on the 
road proposal. 


At the beginning of the meeting, how- 


ever, Thompson made it ctear that the 
meeting was an unofficial one and that no 
decision would be made until Monday.

The Arlington Heights Plan Commission 


will act on two major developments later 
this month, a ten acre shopping center 
worth at least $1 million on the south side 
of the village and a 30-acre single family 
and apartment development near Buffalo 
Grove. 


Next Wednesday, the Commission will 


hear a request from developer Lee Ro- 
mano for rezoning to permit a ten acre 
shopping center at the southwest corner of 
Arlington Heights Road and Golf Road, 
with parking facilities for 477 cars. 


The center, named The Shopping Bag, 


will include a Krogers, Super RX drug 
store and several other stores to be built 
facing on a walkway. The ten-acre area is 
now occupied by several homes. 


Romano, best known as developer of 


Schaumburg's controversial $150 million 
Planet Project, which includes in its plans 
a 113-story office building, will be seeking 
a change from manufacturing and residen- 
tial zoning to a B-3 business classification. 


WHEN ROMANO and his attorneys pre- 


sent the project next Wednesday, he may 
be urged by the commissioners to seek a 
lower zoning classification. B-2, for ex- 
ample, would be a more restrictive classi- 
fication, as it does not allow heavier indus- 
trial uses, such as tool and die manufac- 
turing. 


The center, if approved, will be located 


across Golf from the Jewel-Osco complex, 
recently opened at the corner. The Shop- 
ping Bag could compete strongly with 
Jewel, and, at the same time, increase 
the traffic load on the already-crowded Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


The center could also boost the village's 


share of sales tax revenue, which will in- 
crease sharply when the Korvette devel- 
opment on Arlington Heights Road and 
Rand Road on the north side of the village 
is completed. 


Romano's Planet Project, to consist of 


almost 3,000 apartment units, a 65-story 
motor inn, as well as the 113-story build- 
ing, has been approved by the Schaum- 


burg Village Board. It will be located at 
the southwest corner of Highway 53 an 
Higgins Road. 


On July 30, annexation and rezoning will 


the southwest corner of Highway 53 and 
between the Northgate subdivision and the 
village of Buffalo Grove, just south of 
Dundee Road east of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


DEVELOPER EDWARD Schwartz will 


seek rezoning for 17 of the 30 acres for 
apartment construction. He hopes to gain 
rezoning for four acres for single-family 
homes and four acres for light commercial 
development. 


The rest of the 30 acres — about five 


acres — will be used for subdivision 
streets. 


On the east side of the property is Miller 


B u i l d e r s ' Northgate subdivision, still 
largely undeveloped. The entire area has 
been recently battled for by both Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove, each hoping to 
annex and develop the land. 


Route Means Road 


Officially, the Buffalo Grove Village 


Board will decide simply if it agrees with 
the Cook County Highway Department's 
proposal for realigning Lake-Cook Road. 


However, in effect, the village board will 


also be deciding whether a major road will 
go through Buffalo Grove at all. 


The proposed road would cut through 


Emmerich Park, which is village proper- 
ty. If the village board approves the pro- 
posal, then presumably, it would be agree- 
able to selling the necessary park land to 
the highway department. 


ONCE THE VILLAGE LAND is ac- 


quired it is a matter of time before the 
highway department acquires the remain- 
ing privately owned land. At Wednesday's 
meeting, one representative of the high- 
way department predicted procurement of 
land would take 18 months. 


If the village board chooses not to con- 


cur with the county's proposal, then prob- 
ably it wouldn't sell its land to the high- 
way department. According to Richard 


Raysa, village attorney, "One public body 
condemning land on another public body 
'tain't easy." 


Raysa made that remark at a village 


board meeting in May. If the department 
doesn't have the village land, it would be 
useless to condemn the privately owned 
land. 


At Wednesday night's meeting, the high- 


way department said if the board didn't 
concur, the department would either place 
the highway elsewhere or build it only s 
far as Route 83. Later anothet official said 
the highway would be built as far west as 
Buffalo Grove Road

A News Analysis 


The 13th Congressional District race 


may be narrowing down to two Republican 
candidates, with outside chances held by 
two others. 


That's the way it appears to many in- 


siders following this week's New Trier 
Township GOP endorsement of State Rep. 
Alan Johnston of Kenilworth. 


Johnston is considered very likely to add 


Evanston Township to his endorsement 
list, putting him well in front of the pack 
in the eastern end of the district, the 
North Shore. 


And the western townships, the North- 


west suburbs, may split in at least three 
ways 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP, home of State 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights, is certain to give its endorsement 
to the former GOP committeeman. 


But the other three townships in the 


west, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg, are almost as certain to give their 
endorsement to anyone but Schlickman. 


Schlickman is not popular with the three 


other committeemen from the western 
townships, Walter Schaw of Palatine, Don- 
ald Totten of Schaumburg and Carl Han- 
sen of Elk Grove. Schlickman's chances of 
getting anything more than the Wheeling 
endorsement are almost nonexistent. 


Although the three committeemen will 


not go so far as to say so, reports are that 
the western three will go for Samuel 
Young of Northfield Township, giving 
Young four of the eight endorsements, as- 
suming he gets Northfield's later this 
month. 


THE BATTLE, then, may be between 


Young and Johnston, who seem likely to 
get most of the endorsements. 


The other endorsement, Niles Township 


is likely to go to Niles Committeemau 
John Nimrod. Niles, however, is a Demo- 
cratic township and its strength in a Re- 
publican primary is questionable. 


In addition to Johnston and Young, it 


appears possible that conservative Prof. 
Philip Crane may draw considerable sup- 
port in the western townships, particularly 
Palatine. 


Crane has made several speaking ap- 


pearances in Palatine Township and is 
known to have the support of several high- 
level Republicans and a fairly substantial 
percentage of the precinct captains. 


CRANE'S CONSERVATIVE views may 


win him some solid support In Schaum- 
burg, also, where there was a fairly well 
organized George Wallace backing last 
November. Wallace received 7.5 per cent 
of the Schaumburg Township vote in No- 


vember, highest percentage in the 13th 
District. Palatine was second highest with 
5.4 per cent. 


One of the candidates, David Roe of 


Glenview, stands to gain the editorial end- 
orsement of two area newspapers. Roe is 
editor and publisher, although on leave, of 
the Hollister papers on the North Shore, 
and, 
by virtue of the Time, Inc., purchase 


of Hollister and the Pioneer Newspapers, 
he is a member of the Pioneer family, 
also. 


The other candidate with what must be 


considered an outside chance is Brian Duff 
of Wilmette. Duff came in second to John- 
ston in New Trier this week and is consid- 
ered one of the most popular, personable 
candidates in the campaign. Besides, be- 
cause of his campaign last year for the 
Republican nomination for secretary of 
state, which he lost, he is known through- 
out the district, probably as well as any of 
the other candidates.

gineer, was surprised when he learned the 
village had decided to wait until Monday 
to make a decision. 


The plan, as it now stands, would result 


in the removal of two homes in Buffalo 
Grove and three more east of the village 
limits on Buffalo Grove Road. 


Highway department officials said a 


traffic light would be installed at Raupp 
Boulevard and the new road which could 
be controlled by the fire department when- 
ever an alarm was sounded. 


ROBERT ARNOLD, an engineer con- 


sultant for the highway department, said 
the present right-of-way could not be used 
because it would mean the condemnation 
of five additional homes, because it would 
necessitate 1,000 additional feet of road- 
way, and because right-of-way costs would 
be too high. 


The highway department said the pre- 


sent road in Buffalo Grove is inadequate 
because its curves are too sharp and be- 
cause the pavement does not meet stan- 
dards necessary to receive Motor Fuel 
Tax funds. 


Highway department officials said the 


road would be built to handle speeds of 50 
mph. However, they emphasized that this 
would not necessarily be the posted speed 
limit. 


The village board wanted to know how 


much authority it would have in regulating 
the speed limit on the road. To this, J. C. 
Davidson, of the highway department said 
only that the county would consider any 
valid suggestions from the board in deter- 
mining the speed limit. 


THE PROPOSED road would have two 


24-foot lanes with a 16-foot median be- 
tween them. It would go from Milwaukee 
Avenue in Wheeling west to Arlington 
Heights Road in Buffalo Grove. It would 
be an extension of the present road that 
ends at Milwaukee Avenue. 


Shortly before the road reached Buffalo 


Grove Road it would veer north into Lake 
County and come back into Cook crossing 
Buffalo Grove Road at a 90-degree angle. 
It would proceed west, between the new 
municipal building and the Emmerich 
Park building, separating the new struc- 
ture from the south part of the village. 


From there, the road would continue 


west along the route of the present Lake 
Cook Road in Buffalo Grove.

State Freezes $55,000 Hunger Hike Fund 


by SUE CARSON 


Approximately $55,000 collected 
from 


last April's "Hike (or the Hungry" benefit 
has been frown by the state's attorney's 
office because one of the organizations 
which was to receive funds from the hike 
has not registered with that office. 


Under Illinois law, all non-religious 


groups that intend to solicit or receive 
funds in the state must register with the 
state's attorney's office. 


However, the United Nations Food and 


Agricultural Organization (FAO), one of 
the three organizations which would nave 


received a portion of the money, is not 
registered with that office. 


The money is now in a checking account 


at the Mount Prospect State Bank waiting 
for the legal technicalities to be worked 
out. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center in 


Rolling Meadows and Biafran relief pro- 
grams were also scheduled to receive part 
of the funds. 


THE MONEY USED to aid the Biafrans 


would have been channeled through the 
United Nations to the International Red 
Cross. This agency and the center have 
registered with the state. 


"This is a great project, and when all 


the legal technicalities have been worked 
out, this office will be happy to unfreeze 
the funds, I don't know how long this will 
take," said Milton Applebaum, of the 
charitable trust and solicitation division of 
the state's attorney's office. 


The FAO had agreed to give its portion 


of the money collected to an agricultural 
development project in Ecuador. Arlen 
Holmen, youth director of St. Mark's Lu- 
theran Church in Mount Prospect and 
treasurer of the "Hike for the Hungry" 
project, said that his organization hasn't 
contacted the FAO yet concerning that 


group's non-registration, but that his orga- 
nization's attorney would handle the mat- 
ter. "It should be the responsibility of that 
group to register," Holmen stated. 


He said the state's attorney's office is 


now also questioning the legality of the 
Biafran registration. 


Holmen said that the attorney for the 


"Hike for the Hungry" organization filed 
the necessary registration forms for that 
organization at the state's attorney's office 
only three weeks ago. 


"OUR PROJECT WAS organized by the 


Walther League of the Lutheran Church, 


Missouri Synod, and we thought we were 
registered under them, since the League 
was registered. Then we found out we had 
to register as a separate organization." 


"There's a lot of red tape involved. I 


don't know why everything is being held 
up," Holmen said. 


Holmen said that the state's attorney's 


office at first wouldn't even let his group 
pay for the expenses they had incurred 
relating to advertising and promotional ac- 
tivities connected with the hike, but that 
this has recently been done. 


"Thisi s an urgent problem. The people 


of Biafra especially need the money we 


can give them, yet here we are sitting 
with the funds, due to a lot of red tape," 
said David Wurm, youth minister at St. 
Paul Lutheran Church in Mount Prospect 
and a coordinator for the project. 


THE IT-MILE "Hike for the Hungry" 


was conducted on Good Friday, April 4. 
Some 1,500 young people participated in 
the hike, which began at Maine East High 
School in Park Ridge and ended at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. 


Sponsors backing the hike contributed 


from 5 cents to $10 a mile to the 
funds.

13th Dist. Race Narrows

A News Analysis 


The 13th Congressional District race 


may be narrowing down to two Republican 
candidates, with outside chances held by 
two others 


That's the way it appears to many in- 


siders following this week's New Trier 
Township GOP endorsement of State Rep, 
Alan Johnston of Kenilworth. 


Johnston is considered very likely to add 


Evanston Township to his endorsement 
list, putting him well in front of the pack 
in the eastern end of the district, the 
North Shore 


And the western townships, the North- 


west suburbs, may split in at least three 
ways 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP, home of State 


Rep. Eugene Schkckman of Arlington 
Heights, is certain to give its endorsement 
to the former GOP committeeman 


But the other three townships hi the 


west, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg, are almost as certain to give their 
endorsement to anyone but Schlickman. 


Schlickman is not popular with the three 


other committeemen from the western 
townships, Walter Schaw of Palatine, Don- 
ald Totten of Schaumburg and Carl Han- 
sen of Elk Grove Schlickman's chances of 
getting anything more than the Wheeling 
endorsement are almost nonexistent. 


Although the three committeemen will 


not go so far as to say so, reports are that 
the western three will go for Samuel 
Young of Northfield Township, giving 
Young four of the eight endorsements, as- 
suming he gets Northfield's later this 
month. 


THE BATTLE, then, may be between 


Young and Johnston, who seem likely to 
get most of the endorsements 


The other endorsement, Niles Township, 


is likely to go to Niles Committeeman 
John Nimrod. Niles, however, is a Demo- 
cratic township and its strength in a Re- 
publican primary is questionable. 


In addition to Johnston and Young, it 


appears possible that conservative Prof. 
Philip Crane may draw considerable sup- 
port in the western townships, particularly 
Palatine. 


Crane has made several speaking ap- 


pearances in Palatine Township and is 
known to have the support of several high- 
level Republicans and a fairly substantial 
percentage of the precinct captains. 


CRANE'S CONSERVATIVE views may 


win him some solid support in Schaum- 
burg, also, where there was a fairly well 
organized George Wallace backing last 
November. Wallace received 7.5 per cent 
of the Schaumburg Township vote in No- 
vember, highest percentage in the 13th 
District. Palatine was second highest with 
5 4 per cent. 


One of the candidates, David Roe of 


Glenview, stands to gain the editorial end- 
orsement of two area newspapers. Roe is 
editor and publisher, although on leave, of 
the Hollister papers on the North Shore, 
and, by virtue of the Time, Inc., purchase 
of Hollister and the Pioneer Newspapers, 
he is a member of the Pioneer family, 
also, 


The other candidate with what must be 


considered an outside chance is Brian Duff 
of Wilmette. Duff came in second to John- 
ston in New Trier this week and is consid- 
ered one of the most popular, personable 


candidates in the campaign. Besides, be- 
cause of his campaign last year for the 
Republican nomination for secretary of 
state, which he lost, he is known through- 
out the district, probably as well as any of 
the other candidates. 


THE REMAINING Republicans, Alban 


Weber of Evanston, Gerald Marks of Wil- 
mette and Yale Roe and Joseph Mathew- 
son of Winnetka, are somewhat out in the" 
cold following their denial by their home- 
town organizations. 


Marks, who was considered a reform 


candidate while serving on the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District board, is considered 
'too Democratic" by some observers. 
Yale Roe, who dared to speak against 


"Dirksen Republicanism," seems too lib- 
eral for the 13th District Republicans. 


Mathewson, the former ABC television 


announcer, is taking his campaign directly 
to the people, but in a district as large as 
this, it's extremely difficult to do that and 
hope to see them all, 


Weber is known to have some support in 


Evanston, but little in the rest of the dis- 
trict. Without the Evanston endorsement, 
which is expected to go to Johnston, We- 
ber would be fairly well behind the others.

Approximately $55,000 collected 
from 


last April's "Hike for the Hungry" benefit 
has been frozen by the state's attorney's 
office because one of the organizations 
which was to receive funds from the hike 
hu<. not registered with that office. 


I'nder 
Illinois law. all non-religious 


groups that Intend to solicit or receive 
funds in the state must register with the 
state's attorney's office. 


However, the United Nations Food and 


Agricultural Organization (FAO), one of 
the three organizations which would have 


received a portion of the money, is not 
registered with that office. 


The money is now in a checking account 


at the Mount Prospect State Bank waiting 
for the legal technicalities to be worked 
out. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center in 


Rolling Meadows and Biafran relief pro- 
grams were also scheduled to receive part 
of the funds 


THE MONEY USED to aid the Biafrans 


would have been channeled through the 
United Nations to the International Red 
Cross. This agency and the center have 
registered with the state. 


"This is a great project, and when all 


the legal technicalities have been worked 
out, this office will be happy to unfreeze 
the funds, I don't know how long this will 
take," said Milton Applebaum, of the 
charitable trust and solicitation division of 
the state's attorney's office. 


The FAO had agreed to give its portion 


of the money collected to an agricultural 
development project in Ecuador. Arlen 
Holmen, youth director of St. Mark's Lu- 
theran Church in Mount Prospect and 
treasurer of the "Hike for the Hungry" 
project, said that his organization hasn't 
contacted the FAO yet concerning that

Work Therapy Helps Mental Patients 


By thr Stiff of Forest Hospital. •

The variety of treatments available for 


all kinds of illness has increased dramati- 
cally in recent years. This also is true for 
mental illness. 


Among the relatively new approaches is 


a concept called "industrial therapy" or 
"work therapy," which is now in use in 
psychiatric hospitals world-wide. 


Work therapy may be used with a wide 


range of patients, from the one who is al- 
most ready to return home end needs to 
build his confidence and self-esteem, to 
thr very poorly oriented individual who 
may be inattentive, unable to concentrate 
and uninterested in communicating with 
others. 


An example of the latter type of patient 


is 20-year-old Walter. Walter had been hos- 
pitalized for a month and still refused to 
participate in any hospital programs. 


HE WAS uncommunicative with every- 


one, including his therapist, and could not 
concentrate well enough to oven finish a 
meal. No effort on the part of his psy- 
chiatrist, the nurses, activity therapists or 
other patients appeared to have much ef- 
fect 


The doctor prescribed that Walter spend 


some time in the industrial therapy de- 
partment. 


The hospital had three one-hour-45-min- 


ute work shifts a day, each with eight to 
ten paid patient employees and two staff 
members. Th« Jobs were projects sub-con- 
tracted from local companies, usually re- 
quiring team-work and cooperation among 
the workers. When Walter first entered the 
shop, the shift was assembling hospitality 
kits for another hospital. 


On his first two days in the shop. Walter 


Ml. almost .mmoving. He did nut actually 
participate until the third day. when he 
began to help in sealing the kits. At first 
he worked slowly, remained uncommu- 
nicative and would appear to forget what 


he was doing for periods of time. 


THE DIRECTOR of the industrial thera- 


py department and the nurses who assist- 
ed her with each shift were all trained in 
group therapy. Each work period was fol-

He began to make sugges- 
tions on how production could be done 
more efficiently, and proved to be a tact- 
ful and capable teacher for new workers 
in the group. 


IT WAS EVIDENT that he took pride in 


his job. The regular weekly paycheck 
helped to increase his self-esteem, because 
he had been out of work for some time 
before entering the hospital. 


Toward the end of his hospital stay, Wal- 


ter was working almost full time. Upon his 
discharge, he used the hospital as a refer- 
ence and the prospective employer was so 
impressed with the reference that Walter 
was hired immediately. He still holds the 
job and has done well in it, receiving his 
first pay raise only three weeks after he 
started. 


Industrial therapy was not the only pro- 


cess that helped Walter to return to 
health. He saw his physician regularly, 
and eventually participated in swimming, 
sports and other therapeutic group activi- 
ties. Nevertheless, the doctor felt that in- 
dustrial therapy had been the initial 
breakthrough and had continued as a ma- 
jor factor in his recovery.

Page County's mental health program 
comprehensive following national guide- 
lines, according to Kenneth van Doren, ex- 
ecutive director of the county mental 
health clinic. 


Presently, the county facility Is an out- 


patient clinic and a division of the county 
health department. Its major functions are 
psychotherapy and consultation. The psy- 
chotherapy involves such treatments as in- 
dividual and group talk sessions and medi- 
cation Consultation is given through local 
schools, for example, to problem children 
or adults in need of pshcbological help. It 
opened in January, 1965. 


The other three phases of treatment are 


intermediate ones between the extremes of 
long-term hospitalizatioo in a state in- 
stitution and simple once-a-week half-hour 
talk sessions, Van Doren said. 


THE PHASES ARE: 
—A 24-hour emergency service which in- 


cludes suicide prevention. 


—Special facilities like a day or night 


hospital for persons not sick enough for 
full-time care, but in need of daily treat- 
ment sometimes overnight or during an 
afternoon. 


—A short-term intensive care facility for 


stays like two weeks where the daily cost 
is higher than regular state institutions, 
but where long-range savings would be re- 
alized 


Legislation was recently signed into law 


by Gov. Richard Ogilvie establishing a 
five-cent tax for counties like DuPage. 
The tax funds would be used solely for 
mental health purposes. Another five-cent 
tax could be imposed by referendum later. 


The DuPage County Board of Super- 


visors will decide how much of the tax will 
be imposed to create funds for mental 
health use. The first tax could bring just 
under $1 million. The Senate bill was in- 
troduced by Sen. Jack T. Knuepfer of 
Elmhurst early this year. It passed late 
last month. 


THE MENTAL HEALTH administrator 


said the board probably would allocate 
whatever funds could be used effectively 
as the program develops. He foresaw a 
slow but deliberate process of planning 
and evaluation of present faculties and fu- 
ture needs before DuPage County had a 
complete program. 


Van Doren was appointed acting direc- 


tor of the clinic in April, 1968, when all the 
professional and most of the clerical staff 
resigned during a salary dispute. Nine 
persons left at that time. 


The present professional staff of about 


17, full and part-time, includes psy- 
chiatrists, social workers, psychological 
nurses and others. They carry a present 
case load of 500. 


He said it the clinic hired more people, 


the case toad would increase accordingly 
The rule of thumb for those in need of 
mental treatment if one out of every 10 
persons, he added, so with the population 
of this county about 300,000, the clinic has 
a present potential case load of 50,000. 


DuPAGE'S CLINIC is one of two out of 


68 in the state which are under the county 
health department, he said. "It is con- 
venient because the clinic can use the 
nursing staff of the health department as 
they help refer cases to us," he said. 


"Working under the health department 


also affords us an opportunity to develop 
good public health practices in both physi- 
cal and emotional programs," he said. 


Sources of case referral to the clinic in- 


clude the court system, schools, probation 
department, attorneys, local clergy and 
doctors. 


"Many persons refer themselves to us," 


he said, "when they recognize an emotion- 
al problem with which they are unable to 
cope. We offer immediate and continuing 
assistance" 


THE CLINIC WORKS with Elgin State 


Mental Hospital on following up cases re- 
leased from there. It depends on the will- 
ingness of the patients to cooperate. 


"Regarding the recent permissive legis- 


lation pass by the state, I must emphasize 
that instant money doesn't mean instant 
mental health programs," he said. "The 
slow p'lanning stages will involve all re- 
lated agencies like the county board, 
health department, state mental health 
agencies, the board of health and the nine- 
man mental health advisory board still to 
be appointed under the legislation " 


The first stages are meetings of the 


minds to see what exists, what is needed 
and what can be done to improve pro- 
grams up to a total comprehensive ap- 
proach, he said. 
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Bloomingdale Annexes Land

The Bloomingdale village board of 


trustees voted unanimously Wednesday to 
annex the Hoffman-Ropier Westlake De- 
velopment. 


Citizens packed the village hall to wit- 


ness the event that initiated Bloom- 
mgdale's controversial growth. Bloom- 
ingdale has grown 483 acres and may ex- 
perience a population growth of 11,000 in 
the next five years. 


Prior to the annexation vote, however, 


Village Pres. Robert Meyers, had some 
questions for Hoffman-Rosner representa- 
tives 


Meyers maintained that the village is re- 


quired by law to be able to supply water to 
annexed land. The well at Sunnycrest has 
been out since last Thursday, village offi- 
cials still don't know what's wrong with it 
and the village may not have funds to re- 
pair it fully. 


MEYERS ASKED Lowell Sift, Hoffman- 


Rosner vice president, if he had any alter- 
nate solution to the problem. 


Siff at first declined to comment, saying 


that the firm had been accused of "buying 
its way into the village." 


But after Meyers pressed him for a 


statement, Siff agreed that the firm would 
build a line from Indian Lake to the Sun- 
nycrest area, absorbing the cost. This 
would relieve the village of its present 
problems and serve temporarily the an- 
nexed land 


Meyers then turned to the pre-annexa- 


tion sewage and utilities agreement. 


He wanted to strike paragraph 5-3 which 


stipulates that the village agrees to serve 
facilities on any land the company might 
acquire in the future 


Meyers said there was a village ordi- 


nance which lets it serve only land within 
municipal boundaries with sewage and wa- 
ter facilities. 


SIFF CONTENDED that the paragraph 


did not obligate the village to annex future 
Hoffman-Rosner lands which might be- 
come contiguous to the village but just to 
serve them and since the village had the 
ordinance Meyers referred to, the village 
was not obligated to do anything. 


Siff called the paragraph a statement of 


intent by the village to annex any addition- 
al land after a petition is filed. 


Meyers felt that the paragraph "would 


take the teeth out of any future annexation 
agreements with the firm." 


Siff finally agreed to amend the section 


in such a way that the village would be 
obligated to serve only lands that the vil- 
lage might annex. 


Meyers wanted to clarify the reason for 


the 30 day wait. He asked Siff if there had 
been any negotiations with the Quad Vil- 
lage Authority. 


SIFF SAID THERE had been nothing 


concrete. Since his representatives had in- 
itially met with Quad Village people he 
has heard nothing and in his view the en- 
tire program of the Authority is mute. 


Meyers then made a personal recom- 


mendation to accept the pre-annexation 
agreement with the exception of "Parcel 
0," the plans for the sewage treatment 
plant and municipal center. 


He felt that the firm could wait a little 


longer and work something out with the 
QVA. 


After the meeting Meyers told the Regis- 


ter, "There has been no attempt at nego- 
tiation by Hoffman-Rosner. They haven't 
cooperated as much as they could have 


with the Quad Village people." 


THE RESULT OF the dialogue between 


Meyers and Siff was a no vote by Meyers 
on the pre-annexation agreement. 


Meyers stressed that his no vote on the 


agreement was a personal conviction that 
the firm could have been more coopera- 
tive regarding the sewage facilities. 


When asked about the future of Quad- 


Village he said, "sooner or later it must 
go. It's the most economical way." 


When it was all over, Trustee J. Stewart 


May tried to sooth over any doubts that 
still lingered. "We would be naive to be- 
lieve the annexation wasn't going to bring 
any problems but as we solve them we 
might make things better. A no vote is 
the easiest way out, then you don't have to 
face problems of growth. We have opened 
our eyes and I feel that in the long run 
there will be benefits."

any argument that it is the parents' sensi- 
tive ids which are in need of being taken 
into protective custody, not the kids 


Despite the preachings of the opposition,

But is it fair to blame the Little League

No the baseball game is not the cause

We're always willing to concede that 


there are idiot coaches who yell at a kid 
for making an error 
Deplorable. But, 


then, it is deplorable that the world is full 
of jerks like that 


Kids live in a world where people are 


always yelling at them Parents have been 
known to yell at kids, and so have teach- 
ers and ushers and store managers and 
friends and enemies and casual acquaint- 
ances and strdngers 


Little boys certainly are well able to 


keep the whole thing In perspective, which 
is another way of saying that It rolls off 
them like water off a duck's hack. 


Actually, tf Little Leagues are looking 


fnr • solutions" to what ails them in some 
situations, we are prepared to offer a few 
thoughts Nobody asked us but then when 
you re writing a column like this, you 
don t have to be asked. 


Everybody talks about parents inter- 


ferring and ruining the game for the boys 
so we'll start with the moms and dads in 
our ' solutions" to the problems. 


Let's 
begin 
by organizing 
a 
"Big 


League' for all fathers of Little Leaguers. 


All fathers of Little Leaguers would be 


required to play baseball games on a lot 
at least six blocks away from where their 
sons are playing at the same time. 


Or. >ou could schedule only doublehea- 


ders with the first game between dads and 
the second between Little League teams. 


Can't you just see the possibilities? 


"Do you always swing at balls so far 


outside, son?" 


"Not all the time, dad By the way, 


what's your average now after going 0-for- 
5'" 


"How could you mess up that play at 


second, son?" 


"You showed me how in the opener, 


Dad. Remember that one you gummed up 
in the first inning?" 


Now, we come to the ladies. How do we 


keep them quiet? It's so obvious we won- 
der why nobody has thought of it before. 


Scat all mothers attending Little League 


games In reserved seats allocated by age. 
Most of the women wouldn't show up and 
those who did would be too busy tattling 
on each other to worry about Johnny or 
the umpires. 


After you've taken care of parental in- 


terference, the moms and dads, you must 
set out to raise sufficient funds for the 
league. 


Charge a graduated fee for the right to 


beef at decisions by umpires. A beef on a 
pitched ball would cost a player 50 cents, 
a complaint on a decision at a base $1 and 
a swing at the umpire $5. Adult coaches 
would be charged double indemnity. Half 
the fees go the umpires, the rest to the 
league. 


Consider the possibilities of that sugges- 


tion. The umpires would get rich and hap- 
py no matter what happened. The kids 
would be kept off the streets as they 
wouldn't have any money to spend. The 
adults would play it cool as they couldn't 
afford to put their money where their 
mouths are. 


We've got the moms and dads taken 


care of and have raised some funds for the 
league. Now, where do we get enough 
baseball diamonds for the games? 


Just require the players, coaches and 


spectators to walk to the field from home, 
no matter what distance. That way we 
would do away with all need for parking 
lots and bicycle racks, adding consid- 
erably to the amount of land available for 
diamonds. 


Have you ever tried to fight your way 


past the bicycles at a Little League game? 
Can't the boys walk? Anyway, it would be 
in keeping with our country's push for fit- 
ness OK, managers. It's up to you to issue 
the orders. Everybody walks. You too. 


Games for the dads . . . reserved seats 


for the moms . . . fines to help the umps 
and raise funds . . no cars or bicycles , . 
. our "solutions" to many Little League 
problems. 


Any critics of boys baseball should un- 


derstand that it's here to stay and that, of 
course, it isn't perfect. Nothing is where 
human beings are involved. 


But this week approximately 2,000,000 


boys will be playing Little League base- 
ball. 


Each year its popularity grows almost 


geometrically. 


Little League has become a near-basic 


ingredient of American life.

—Special facilities like a day or night 


hospital for persons not sick enough for 
full time care, but in need of daily treat- 
ment sometimes overnight or during an 
afternoon 


—A short-term intensive care facility for 


stays like two weeks where the daily cost 
is higher than regular state Institutions, 
but where long-range savings would be re- 
alized

—A short-term intensive care facility for 


stays like two weeks where the daily cost 
is higher than regular state institutions, 
but where long-range savings would be re- 
alized

About 16 months of construction work 


south of Bensenville on new and repaved 
roads was scheduled to begin this week. 
The improvement and extension of Inter- 
state-90 is included. 


Construction will extend . from York 


Road to Wood Dale Road and involve re- 
lated work on Lake Street, 111. 83 and 
Grand Avenue. It will cost an estimated 
$10,119,881. 


The joint contracting venture has been

R. Anderson Company, both of Chicago. 


THE PROJECT under the contract let 


out recently centers around the 1-90 and 
1)1. 83 cloverleaf with Lake Street and relo- 
cating Grand Avenue.

83 and Grand 
Avenue with the construction of a grade 
separation bridge at various intersections. 


This will link the Eisenhower Ex-

Despite airplanes, trains and mosquitos,

THE MENTAL HEALTH administrator 


said the board probably would allocate 
whatever funds could be used effectively 
as the program develops. He foresaw a 
slow but deliberate process of planning 
and evaluation of present facilities and fu- 
ture needs before DuPage County bad a 
complete program. 


Van Doren was appointed acting direc- 


tor of the clinic in April, 1968, when all the 
professional and most of the clerical staff 
resigned during a salary dispute. Nine 
persons left at that time. 


The present professional staff of about 


17, full 
and part-time, includes psy- 


chiatrists, social workers, psychological 
nurses and others. They carry a present 
case load of 500. 


He said if the clinic hired more people, 


the case load would increase accordingly. 
The rule of thumb for those in need of 
mental treatment if one out of every 10 
persons, he added, so with the population 
of this county about 500,000, the clinic has 
a present potential case load of 50,000. 


DiiPAGE'S CLINIC is one of two out of 


66 in the state which are under the county 
health department, he said. "It is con- 
venient because the clinic can use the 
nursing staff of the health department as 
they help refer cases to us," he said. 


"Working under the health department 


also affords us an opportunity to develop 
good public health practices in both physi- 
cal and emotional programs," he said. 


Sources of case referral to the clinic in- 


clude the court system, schools, probation 
department, attorneys, local clergy and 
doctors. 


"Many persons refer themselves to us," 


he said, "when they recognize an emotion- 
al problem with which they are unable to 
cope. We offer immediate and continuing 
assistance." 


THE CLINIC WORKS with Elgin State 


Mental Hospital on following up cases re- 
leased from there. It depends on the will- 
ingness of the patients to cooperate. 


"Regarding the recent permissive legis- 


lation pass by the state, I roust emphasize 
that instant money doesn't mean instant 
mental health programs," he said. "The 
slow planning stages will involve all re- 
lated agencies like the county board, 
health department, state mental health 
agencies, the board of health and the nine- 
man mental health advisory board still to 
be appointed under the legislation." 


The first stages are meetings of the 


minds to see what exists, what is needed 
and what can be done to improve pro- 
grams up to a total comprehensive ap- 
proach, he said.

The 84. including DuPage, were 


faulted for their systems of super- 
visors and assistant supervisors rep- 
re^entin^ individual townships, be- 
cause thev vu'ie not giving voters 
equal representation 


Scott 
particularly reiected the 


idea ot ' weighted" voting, which 
would allow each county to keep its 
super\ ISOIN in their jobs, but with 
each man s vote varying in worth 
depending on the number of people 


in his township. That, said Scott, is 
no substitute for proper apportion- 
ment, and he cited a Supreme Court 
ruling in a Texas case involving 
county board representation. 


So the attorney general set the 


guidelines, and how did the General 
Assembly respond? 


It passed not one, but three, coun- 


ty reapportionment bills and sent 
them all to Gov. Ogilvie. 


It is sad enough that a legislature 


acting in almost a crisis session 
could indulge its own uncertainty by 
passing three bJls on the same sub- 
ject. Worse was that one of them 
authorizes the very weighted vote 
plan that's been branded uncon- 
stitutional in advance. 


That kind of action could only 


doom the high priority need to get 
the counties on a one-man, one-vote 
system, and the governor must re- 
ject it. 


Happily, the General Assembly 


did leave him some alternatives. 
Both are aimed at fair apportion- 
ment and toward reducing county 
boards to a workable size. They per- 
mit the boards to remap themselves 
into districts crossing 
township 


lines, or to elect board members at 
large. No board would have less 
than five or more than 30 members. 


The difference is that one bill calls 


for board members to win nomi- 
nation in a primary election and 
then face a general November elec- 
tion, and the other calls for a politi- 
cal caucus to nominate candidates 
for one election in April. 


0 f these alternatives, 
which 


should meet the one-man, one-vote 
guidelines, we favor the primary- 
general election plan. It would help 
keep the picking of candidates out of 
the hands of party leaders and put 
the decision where it belongs: in the 
hands of the voters.

The Illinois House had second 


thoughts about the 1967 resolution in 
this last session, and by a 110-to-53 
vote it rescinded its approval. Sup- 
porting this wise decision were 
Reps. Eugene Schlickman and Eu- 
g e n i a

of 
Arlington 


Heights, and Rep. William Redmond 
of Bensenville. Opposed was Rep. 
David Regner of Mount Prospect. 


Unfortunately, the resolution to 


rescind was killed in committee by 
the Illinois Senate, where its oppo- 
nents included Sen. John Graham of 
Harrington. 


The negative votes cast by Regner 


and Graham were, in effect, votes 
against their districts and a dis- 
service to their suburban con- 
stituents. The voters are entitled to 
an explanation of their action, and 
should demand a satisfactory ac- 
counting before the 1970 election. 


Meanwhile, Congress should re- 


gard the House resolution as a true 
expression of majority sentiment in 
Illinois.

6Notes Under the Table' - Loyalty?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Backstairs at 


the White House: 


One of the more constant inconsistencies 


of White House life under any adminis- 
tration is the manner in which members of 
a presidential staff vow, promise and 
pledge never to disclose the little, inside 
details of first family life. 


Then, at some mysterious point of re- 


lease or disaffection for various reasons, 
they hotfoot to the nearest publisher and 
tell all. Well, not quite all, but enough to 
disturb an earlier image. 


A classic example is "Jackie Kennedy" 


by her former personal secretary, Mary 
Gallagher. Appearing serially in Ladies 
Home Journal it is to be brought out in 
book form by David McKay Co. Inc. 


When Mrs. Gallagher was at the White 


House, working for Jackie, who is now 
married to Aristotle Onassis, she regarded 
intimate questions about the first lady as 
little less than challenging scripture. 
Now, however, Mrs. Gallagher is more 
than willing, for a substantial sum, to rip 
into her former boss and confirm what the 
White House stoutly denied 
at 
the 


time—that 
Jackie Kennedy was a diffi- 


cult first lady and at times, preferred to 
remain in bed reading instead of greeting 
White House guests. 


In a relaxed moment on a plane trip 


during his presidency, the late President 
Kennedy was frankly alarmed by memoirs 
written by former staff members of the 


late President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


Of one particular Eisenhower 
staff 


member, Kennedy said, "here was a man 
trying to function as president and one o* 
his most trusted staff members was mak- 
ing notes under the table. I hope this nev- 
er happens to me." 


The sad truth is that a number of people 


who worked for Kennedy were making 
notes, too. While he was alive and in of- 
fice, they were the guardians. Outsiders 
who asked probing questions were re- 
garded as bordering on sedition, if not un-

patriotism. But once JFK was murdered 
in the streets of Dallas in 1963, a multitude 
of these one-time guardians leaped to 
typewriters and literary agents. 


There was, however, something held 


back—anything to challenge or upset Mrs. 
Kennedy's madonna image.

book possibly could lead other Kennedy- 
orbit people to talk and write for money. 
There were, as many people in the Vir- 
ginia hunt country know, some interesting 
weekends at Middteburg, Va.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI)-The 


Apollo moonftight program grew from a 
I960 "dream" through eight years of plan- 
ning and testing, capped by traged> and a 
major overhaul, to make its manned debut 
in space. 


It emerged the most complicated—but 


perfect—mating of man and machine that 
human minds and hands had ever accom- 
plished. 


Astronauts Water M. Schlrra, Donn F. 


Eisele and R. Water Cunningham dropped 


back to earth in Apollo 7 Oct. 22, 1968, 
after giving the moon flight command 
ship 
an 
ll-day maiden test in earth 


orbit. They brought with them a 101 per 
cent record of success. 


To engineers who had lived through the 


problems of the pathfinding Mercury and 
Gemini flights, Apollo spacecraft chief 
George M. Low said later, the most fan- 
tastic thing about the first Apollo mission 
was that there were "really no spacecraft 
system problems." 


Sure even before Apollo 7 that the moon- 


ship was a winner. Low fought for clear-

voyage to orbit the moon. With the success 
of Apollo 7, he won. 


By flying Apollo 8 in lunar orbit, Low 


and other officials reasoned, it would be 
possible to test the Apollo command ship 
on the exact type of mission for which it 
was buiK. It would also avoid a delay 
caused by development problems with the 
moon landing craft, being readied for its 
maiden test with men In earth orbit. 


For 
five 
months, 
flight planners 


afd astronauts Frank Borman, James A. 
Lovell and William A. Anders struggled to 
prepare for the moon orbit mission. And 
on Christmas Eve, circling 69 miles above 
the moon, Borman reported: 


"The moon is a different thing to each 


one of us. I know my own impression is 
that it is a 
vast, 
lonely, 
forbidding 


expanse of nothing. It looks like clouds of 
pumice stone. It certainly would not ap- 
pear to be a very inviting place to live or 
work." 


Apollo 8 also was the first manned flight 


launched by the 7.5 million pound thrust 
Saturn 5 rocket, which had only two un- 
manned flights behind it—one successful 
and one partially successful—before the 
mission. 


Next came the flight of Apollo 9, testing 


in earth orbit the entire machine designed 
to put two men on the moon and proving 
with men aboard for the first time the ca- 
pabilities of the Apollo moon landing craft. 


Launched March 3, 1969, astronauts 


James A. McDivitt, David R. SCott and 
Russell L. "Rusty" Schweickart rode their 
command ship nicknamed 
"Gumdrop" 


into a perfect orbit. For more than three 
days they spun round the globe, locked 
nose-to-nose with the landing 
craft 


they 
called "Spider" because of its 


shape, in a make-believe voyage to the 
moon. 


Schweickart, overcoming a bout of nau- 


sea, spacewalked outside the landing craft 
the fourth day to test the backpack moon- 
walkers must wear to provide themselves 
oxygen. It was the only orbital spacewalk 
planned for Apollo. 


And on the fifth dav of the llday mis- 


sion, Schweickart and McDivitt separated 
the spidery lander from the command ship 
and flew 100 miles away. Then they re- 
turned to Scatt and the command ship for 
a pin-point rendezvous. 


That flight, too, cnJed with more than 


the desired perfection of performance. The 
only problems that mar--id it and the first 
two Apoltos were wi'.h the men them- 
selves—nausea and colds.

There's magic in the lives of Mary Nay- 


lor, former British television performer, 
actress and singer, and Jack Kodell, an 
American magician. 


They met while both were headliners in 


show business, married (that was 16 years 
ago) and then quit the business while still 
at the top. 


Now a contented suburban homemaker, 


the entertainer who once gave three com- 
mand performances for British royalty, 
likes the United States, most of all Mount 
Prospect, her home. 


"I've traveled the world Dut love Mount 


Prospect best of all," she bubbled. 


MARY FAVORS gold and white. The 


Kodell living room has as its star a huge 
polar bear rug displayed on pale gold car- 
peting. One wall of floor-to-ceiling mirrors 
reflects a white, three-piece curved sec- 
tional sofa and white sheer curtains with 
antique white draperies at the windows. 


Accents of gold, green and aqua are 


used in cushions and in an abstract print 
that hangs over the small round Kung (an 
Oriental copy) table. Two white leather 
chairs with black lacquered bases in Ori- 
ental style flank the table. 


"We've used just a touch of the Oriental 


in our living room," Mary explained, 
pointing to other accessories from the Far 
East. 


A MATCHING Kung table, also with 


black lacquered base but larger in circum- 
ference, stands in front of the couch. It 
holds several pieces of the Kodells' Irish 
Waterford cut glass. 


Though Mrs. Kodell believes "it is mar- 


velous to know nice things and to appre- 


ciate the craftsmanship behind them," she 
deplores "keeping up with the Joneses." 


"My father taught me," she recalled, 


"never to try to keep up with the Joneses, 
but," she continued with tinkly laugh and 
crisp British accent, "to believe you are 
the Joneses." 


The former actress, who entered the the- 


ater world at age 12 and was raised with 
Julie Andrews and Petula Clark, confided 
that her father was her manager, guiding 
star and ideal before bis death. 


THIS LOVELY lady from England hates 


tea! But she loves coffee — "and nearly 
everything else about the United States." 


"It's never been a foreign country to me 


but just another town," Mary declared, 
"with the same warmth, same children, 
same love. But there is something here 
you do not find in England," she added. 
"The greatest neighbors!" 


The brown-haired, blue-eyed singer, who 


starred in her own television show, claims 
the English are too tolerantly negative for 
her taste. She finds Americans vibrant 
and positive, but she has one criticism. 


"They're too bloomin' over-organized!" 


THE KODELLS' bi-level with its sculp- 


tured English gardens faces an open 
prairie which reminds Mary of a British 
common. And she enjoys watching her 
neighbors, each "doing his own thing" 
from flying kites with the kids to knocking 
around golf balls. But a movement to util- 
ize this space for organized activities "in- 
furiates" her, she fumed. 


"Family room" doesn't truly describe 


the Kodell family room. Carpeted in bright 
red, it has one wall covered with bearskin

mirrors and remote control television 
are some of its luxurious appoint- 
ments. 


rugs. Its white baby grand piano, black 
and white zebra-striped couch and other 
dramatic furnishings spell "entertainment 
center." 


A CORK WALL is decorated with color- 


ful English pottery Bossins, "part and par- 
cel of the British Empire," said Mary, 
now a permanent American resident. 


Visible from the family room is a grotto 


garden of sculptured plantings and rocks 
with waterfall in foreground, which the 
Kodells light at night. Several small, for- 
mal plantings lie beyond the grotto, and a 
curved brick wall effectively accents the 
whole scene. 


"But," laughed the effervescent home- 


maker, "it's really a retaining wall." 


(In the Weller Creek area, the Kodeil 


home has suffered flood damage.) 


Eager to show off her utility room, Mary 


Kodell threw open the door with a theatri- 
cal flourish, announcing impishly, "This is 
our utility room." 


'A BIT OF "merrie olde England," the 


camouflaged room has been converted by 
Jack into a miniature pub or a room you 
might find backstage in any British the- 
ater, Mary explained. The couple's theater 
trunks — complete with travel stickers — 
serve as settees for guests. Other "show 
biz" memorabilia decorate this corner re- 
served for nostalgia and fun. 


Photos of Mary and Jack in their hey- 


days and those of famous friends line the 
paneled walls. A curved, English-style bar 
provides refreshment from three draught 
pulls — one for mild beer, one for dark 
(bitter) and the third for "penny a drag" 
(dregs of the first two once sold for a pen- 
ny a pitcher to impoverished miners). 


HEAVY PEWTER mugs hang from the 


ceiling and more are displayed on the bar 
with Jack's collection of

Unnecessary Trip

course should be somewhat special, yet 
easy to prepare and economical, too. 


Here's a recipe for a festive version of 


pot roast made with tomato juice and tan- 
gy horseradish that will meet every test 
for a bride's first dinner party. 


Fiesta Pot Roast 


3-to 4-pound chuck or rump roast 
Vi cup flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
Vt teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon celery salt 
4 tablespoons prepared horseradish 
% cup tomato juice 


Trim excess fat from pot roast; heat fat 


in Dutch Oven until melted to depth of 


Mi-inch and remove remaining trimmings. 
Blend flour, salt, pepper, and celery salt; 
rub into pot roast coating thoroughly. Re- 
serve extra seasoned flour for making 
gravy. 


Brown pot roast on all sides in hot fat 


(takes about 30 minutes). Spread horse- 
radish over pot roast, add tomato juice, 
and cover tightly. Cook slowly for 2% to 3 
hours until tender. 


For gravy, remove pot roast to heated 


platter and keep warm. Skim moat of fat 
from cooking liquid; add water to make 
IVi cups. Gradually mix Vz cup cold water 
with V« cup seasoned flour for smooth 
paste. Slowly stir into cooking liquid. Re- 
turn to heat; cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til smooth and thickened (about 5 min- 
utes).

most with tongue in cheek, as if all this 
happened by fortunate chance. For as 
Hailey said, "All you have to do is land 
the right psychologist." 


IT SEEMS THAT as a writer in the field 


of sales advertising, he got that old res- 
tless feeling we've all known at one time 
or another. Passing the industrial psy- 
chologists' office one day, he decided to 
•step in and "see if all my nuts and bolts 
were on tight." 


Ther were, but it seemed that Hailey 


suffered from a case of undeveloped po- 
tential. According to the doc, he should 
have been writing more than advertising 
copy. 


So at the age of 36 Arthur Hailey wrote 


a television play about doctors, nurses and 
hospitals which later became "The Final 
Diagnosis," which, of course, was not the 
final word from Hailey. The play was fol- 
lowed by other television plays, a novel 
about international politics — "In High 
Places" — and another recent bestseller, 
"Hotel." 


In the making is Hailey's newest tale, 


evolving around the automotive industry. 
With a year of research behind him, the 
author anticipates two more years of writ- 
ing before the book is ready for publish- 
ing. 


IN THE MEANTIME, "Airport" will 


continue to butter the Hailey family's 
bread — on both sides — as the Universal 
picture "Airport," to be released in the 
not-too-distant future, rolls across movie 
screens throughout the nation. With Helen 
Hayes as the reading public's favorite 
character, Ada Quonsett, and a lead cast 
including Dean Martin and Burt Lancas- 
ter, the film promises to be a frequent 
holdover. 


In the face of all this success, Arthur 


Hailey is pleasant, down to earth, and al- 
most, but not quite, unbelieving of his 
good fortune. 


"There's been fantastic response — I 


can hardly believe it," he grins. 


Should Hailey really begin to suspect 


that what's happening is all hallucination, 
he need only take a walk through his Cali- 
fornia home and land, perhaps, in his 
automatically temperature-controlled wine 
cellar, or in his sound-proof study over- 
looking the ocean, the retreat spot where 
he does all hi* writing. In such peaceful 
surroundings the author lives with his wife 
and three children. 


HAILEY IS A storyteller, not a docu- 


mentarist. 


"The story is my main objective," Hail- 


ey stressed. 


"I read up on books in the field only so 


that I can ask intelligent questions when I 
do research, but my reading does not 
shape the fabric of my novels," explained 
the writer who carries neither a tape- 
recorder nor a notebook and pencil. 


Asked why all his major novels seem to 


be about transportation, Hailey guessed at 
his own motivation. 


"Everyday elements of life are exciting 


and I am very ahppy in translating these 
immediacies of life." 


"Perhaps because excitement is part of 


transportation — maybe that's why I write 
about planes and hotels — which are a 
part of transportation, after all." 


"And if I'm ambivalent (in translating 


these immediacies of life), it's because 
nothing in this life is totally good or bad." 


That may be the case, but for Arthur 


Hailey everything's coming up roses and 
probably will be for a white to come.

We don't need the lights, Phil, and we 


don't need a new stadium. Beautiful old 
Wrigley Field will always be beautiful to 
Cub fans, to baseball fans. 


And we forgive you, Phil, for all those 


years of despair. It was tough on us keep- 
ing our heads up sometimes but something 
in our hearts tells us that If you were to 
blame it was only because you were too 
nice a guy. 


A few years back I worked for a jolly 


man named Charles Ernst. Back In his 
younger days he'd worked on the tug boats 
in Los Angeles Harbor. He told me a story 
of the war days and of P. K. Wrigley. 


"During the war," Mr. Ernst said, "the 


Wrigley tug boat company was kept con- 
stantly busy with the tremendous traffic 
flow in and out of the harbors. 


"Well, when the war ended and things 


were In the process of retaining to peace- 
time operations, business glowed down and 
slowed down. It was even below normal 
because peace-time operations hadn't real- 
ly gotten rolling. 


"So it became necessary to shut down 


some of the operations and lay off some of 
the crews. Well, Wrigley came down to the 
piers one night and was in the dispatcher's 
shack, chatting and looking things over. At 
the foot of the dispatch sheets is a space 
for crews on standby, crews laid off. He is 
liaid to have looked at it, seen all these 
guys laid off, pointed to some names he 
knew, and asked the dispatcher: """" H 
these deckhands have been laid off?" 


"There's just not enough work," was the 


answer. "And these guys don't have the 
seniority of some of the others." 


"How long have they been working for 


my company?" 


"Well, some 10, some 12, some 15 


years" 


"Put these crews back to work," Wrig- 


ley ordered. "These guys gave their ca- 
reers to my father and to me and we owe 
them something. I don't care what you 
find for them to do, but put them to 
work." 


Mr. Ernst smiled with that deep kind of 


admiration and respect that doesn't come 
too often in a lifetime and he said: "This 
man Isn't strictly a business man, he's a 
human being." 


Maybe that's why he wasn't always tre- 


mendously successful with his baseball 
club, but it helps explain why he refuses to 
reserve all the seats in the house (even 
some of the choice ones behind first and 
third). And it might explain why he's the 
kind of guy who doesn't like to be made a 
hero of and why sometimes he makes mis- 
takes. Human beings are prone to do that 
now and then. 


So from one fan, Phil, and a million oth- 


ers who would say the same: Thanks, 


thanks very much for thinking of us.

Industrial Space Squeeze 


While the rate of plant expansion may 


gradually be retarded by rising costs of 
construction and financing, the demand 
for industrial space has accelerated and 
will put further pressure on the existing 
inventory, W. Douglas Morrison, Denver, 
president of the Society of Industrial Real- 
tors, reported recently. 


Basing his remarks on the annual real 


estate market survey conducted by the 
Department of Research of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards (NA- 
REB), Morrison predicted that sale and 
lease prices for industrial property will 
continue to climb. 


The head of the professional affiliate of 


NAREB said prices will respond as buyers 
compete for accessibility and favorable 
environmental features, particularly in 
suburban locations that are desirable as 
near, but not part of, a major metropoli- 
tan area. 


QUOTING FROM THE report of the NA- 


REB survey of 115 Realtors throughout the 
country, Morrison said: "Amenities of lo- 
cation are of growing importance and 
range from the most practical consid- 
erations to the highly esthetic. 


"An area's natural scenic beauty holds 


great importance for some types of in- 
dustry. Through well-designed buildings 
and landscaping, the industry can present 


a highly favorable image to the public and 
is willing to pay the locational price re- 
quired to be visible and attractive . . . 
Some, while desiring exposure, prefer 
being closer to an inter-change if the 
choice must be made." 


Other results of the NAREB survey 


show: highway, rail or water access are 
essential aspects of location with prefer- 
ence varying by type of industry and, to 
some degree, region; location on an inter- 
state highway or close to a throughway 
inter-change is accorded a high priority, 
particularly by those engaged in light in- 
dustry, distribution or research activities 
and rail siding is required by many indus- 


trial-site prospects because of the nature 
of their product, while others desire rail as 
an available alternative to truck trans- 
portation; 


ALSO, THE CAMPUS-TYPE layout with 


excess acreage has strong appeal for some 
firms with their sights on future expansion 
or possibly a potential marketing of a por- 
tion of their land; improved industrial 
sites are currently selling at prices above 
those of last year in 88 per cent of the

country, while unimproved sites have ri- 
sen in price in 87 per cent of the nation. 


Despite the volume of floor space that 


has been added to the inventory, occupan- 
cy levels in one-story industrial structures 
have risen. With demand for industrial 
space in one-story structures at unprece- 
dented levels, prices have moved higher. 
Buyers negotiating for warehousing are 
finding a similar trend. When measured in 
dollars, the volume of transactions has 
grown.

MOST BUILDERS welcome visitors with 


children, but hope you either carry small 
toddlers or else hold them firmly by the 
hand. You'll have an easier time, your 
shoes will stay clean, and so will the mod- 
el homes if you stay on the walks and 
driveways. 


Some builders rope off the interior of the 


house to keep traffic moving in an orderly 
manner and to keep room interiors looking 
fresh, so it's best to stay behind the ropes. 


Furniture in model homes is for show, 


not for use. If you become tired while out 
visiting model homes, you're welcome to 
use the chairs in the sales or information 
office. 


TO KEEP THE models looking their 


best, most builders keep the water in bath- 
rooms turned off. Adequate rest room fa- 
cilities and drinking water are usually 
available for your use in the sales office. 


Because of the heavy traffic through 


model homes, and also because of the pos- 
sible danger to furnishings, most builders 
ask that you don't smoke while in the 
models. If you carry a note pad and pencil 
to jot down questions as you go through a 
model, you'll remember pertinent points to 
discuss later on with the salesman. 


To help keep the model homes comfort- 


able, builders hope you'll close the outside 
doors firmly as you enter and leave. Car- 
rying food such as popcorn, ice cream

model homes in the sales office. Since 
these booklets may cost SO cents each, the 
builder hopes you'll treat them with care 
and not scoop them up indiscriminately. 


Builders expect a normal amount of 


wear and tear in model homes. But they 


wffl appreciate your thoughtfulness if you 
point out any items that may have become 
broken or out of order. 


"In short," Silfen said, "if you regard 


the model homes just as you would the 
home of a close friend, you'll enjoy it 
more."

For Equal Responsibility 


If urban areas are to provide a way of 


life that will be attractive to all segments 
of the population, they miu>t become finan- 
cially sound through changes in the tax 
structure and streamlined by development 
of more efficient regional government, 
Lloyd D. Hanford Jr, CPM, San Fran- 
cisco, suggested recently. 


The president of the Institute of Real Es- 


tate Management made this observation 
before the annual convention of the Wash- 
ington (D.C.) Board of Realtors and the 
Mortgage Bankers Association of Metro- 
politan Washington. IREM is a profes- 
sional affiliate of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards 


"One step that cities could consider 


would be to alter the tax base so that 
school, police, fire protection, and health 
and welfare funds are not part of the real 
estate tax," he pointed out "Instead, 
these funds could become part of the state 
income tax system " 


H A N F O R D EXPLAINED that this 


change would equalize these services at a 
consistent statewide level. "More im- 
portantly, these services would be the 
equal responsibility of all citizens, not just 
those who live in the cities where the 
needs are greater " 


Another point he made was that the 


"state should collect ind allocate ail 
school funds and all citizens, whether they 


have school-age children or not, should 
share directly in the bill" for that educa- 
tion. "Poor school districts should not be 
penalized by having to settle for less quali- 
ty than wealthy districts " 


In a discussion of changing municipal 


government, Hanford conceded that this 
might not be as easy to accomplish as a 
reform in tax structure. "The jealousies 
that exist within individual jurisdictions 
plus the proliferation of bureaucracy com- 
bined with the multiple self-interest groups 
make the possibility of any agreement on 
a wide spectrum remote," he said. 


HE PREDICTED that many cities will 


remain deadlocked in political infighting 
until the community situation becomes in- 
tolerable or until the community faces 
bankruptcy. "The problems will become 
so monumental that citizens will unify 
with the realization that the only solution 
is to bury personal or self-interest for the 
good of the city," Hanford noted. 


He concluded that when this happens 


truly reasonable solutions will be found.

Shift in Values 


Building an artificial lake involves the 


flooding of land, now taking place at 
Branigar Organization's new Apple Can- 
yon Lake under construction 17 miles east 
of Gnlcna, in Apple River country. Over 
400 acres will be submerged permanently 
to MI average depth of about 40 feet. 


Some of this acreage was formerly 


farmland and other portions were scrub 
timber, now being cleared. However, the 
wooded hillside land surrounding the area 
to be occupied by the new lake, unsuitable 
for tni-ming. is now extremely valuable be- 
cause it will be shoreline property when 
the lake fills to its planned depth. 


According to Maynard 0. Hestrom, vice 


president ot Branitfar, this rapid shift in 
hind me has completely reversed land val- 
ues This, he said, is the result of the de- 
mand for lakeside land 


"Water frontage is being occupied at 


such a rapid pace these days that such 
acreage is at a premium," Hestrom said. 
"Natural lakes have long since been sur- 
rounded by every kind of development 
imaginable, some of which are not the 
most desirable type This is why we are so 
careful in our lake developments. We want 
to he certain that our lake developments 
will be an asset to the area and will con- 
tinue to maintain their value " 


In the case of Apple Canyon Lake, Hes- 


trom said that the creation of an artificial 
lake involves heavy expenditures. 


"Before the lake was developed, the 


farmland which will be submerged was 
more valuable than the wooded and some- 
what eroded hillsides," Hestiom said. 
"However, these same hillsides will be 
overlooking the new lake and as such, they 
will be extremely valuable as more and 
more city dwellers seek second homes 
where lake will be at their doorsteps." 


Hestrom said that the newly valuable 


hillside acreage is about equal in extent to 
the farmland which will be submerged. 


"It's simply a complete shift in land val- 


ues," Hestrom pointed out. The lake will 
also bring the benefits of water con- 
servation which is a prime consideration 
today. We believe that the resulting bene- 
fits to so many people are ample reward 
for removing a few hundred acres of farm- 
land from production." 


Hestrom also said that the money spent 


in construction of the lake and other fa- 
cilities at Apple Canyon Lake will boost 
the economy of the area and that the in- 
flux of property-owning residents of the 
development will have a permanent and 
beneficial effect on the economic life of Jo 
Daviess County.

Demand for these homes is up substan- 


tially in 44 per cent of the communities 
contacted in the most recent survey of the 
department of research National Associ- 
ation of Real Estate Boards among 166 
Realtors. Demand was up moderately in 
34 per cent and down in only 9 per cent. 


At the same time, the volume of listings 


of these same homes was about the same 
in 30 per cent of the areas, down moder- 
ately in 39 per cent, down substantially in 
13 per cent of the communities contacted, 
and up in only 18 per cent.

mand and diminished supply provides a 
f a v o r a b l e market for anyone con- 
templating sale of his home, John Cotton, 
San Diego, Calif., NAREB president, said, 
and should resolve any doubts for the sell- 
er who experienced the difficulties of sell- 
ing in a down-market or at the end of the 
cycle. 


While environment has always been im- 


portant as a market factor, it occupies a 
particularly prominent place in the cur- 
rent housing demand. 


Reports of demand reflect the growth of

FOR HOMES BUILT prior to 1950, loca- 


tional advantage is a major influence on 
value. Higher today than they were a year 
ago in four out of five market areas, 
prices of older homes in well-maintadned 
neighborhoods remained about the same in 
18 per cent of the communities and de- 
clined in about 1 per cent. Homes built 
since 1950 have risen in value in a general- 
ly similar pattern. 


Realtors' reports indicate the number of 


transfers of existing single-family homes, 
on the average, is about the level of a year 
ago. In the $25,000 and over price category 
for homes built since 1950, 52 per cent of 
the communities posted a higher number, 
33 per cent noted little change and 13 per 
cent showed a lower number of transfers. 
In the $15,000 to $24,999 category, 44 per 
cent listed more transfers than a year ago.
